GERMANS HEAR RUMORS 


QUIT AS. MARINE MINISTER 


‘Expectéd Resignation Would Follow 


OF HEAVY MARNE LOSSES 


Soldiers Believe Allies Got 60,- 
000 Prisoriérs, 800 Guts, De- 
spite Lower Official Figures.

BRITISH FRONT, pens 6.—Ever 
since thé Americans went over the 
top with the Australians in the suc- 
cessful operations of the Fourth of 
July there has been a keen desire 
among al) the other Americans on 
this front to get into the fighting. 


This wish was partiy appeased 
Sunday when Germans suddenly at- 
tempted a good-sized bombing raid 
on a section with an Anglo-American 
complexion, and were completely re- 
pulsed, for the Ameéricans and Brit- 
ish together made it very interesting 
for the raiding patty, which retired 
with losses, but without inflicting 
any. This occurred northwest of 
Noyenneville. 

About the same time an American 
patrol cfossed the Ancfe, near Der- 
hancourt, to feel out the enemy’s 
new .positiohs and = strength, and 
came under rifle and machine-gun 
fire from the high ‘ground near 
Défnancotirt. They were just teeth- 
sharpehing episodes of a modest 
charactef, but indicate what I have 
told in recent dispatches of the ad- 
vent of American soldiers in some in- 
teresting sectors. 

Near La Basse Canal the enemy 
Sunday withdrew his lines on an 800- 
yard front to a depth of 500 yards 
while he made some slight altera- 


tions on his latest front. In the lat- 


ter place, however, he is holding the 
Anoro crossings with strong forces. 
This voluntary relinquishment of 
some of the 22,000 square kilometers 
(about 8500 square miles) of allied 
territory which he says in wireless 
reports he has taken in the last year, 
has been done grudgingly because of 
fear for certain embarrassing kinks 
of his front if the allies should at- 


tack. 


According to the latest informa- 
tion given by prisoners, it is being 
asserted by their officers that only 
12,000 prisoners were taken in the 
Marne, but they believed the losses 
were 60,000 men and 800 guns. One

Allied Morale Stiffenced. 

The contest on the Ourcq has been 
bitter. We are driving the Germans 
back. The.true fighting edge of the 
Americans has stiffened the morale 
of the whole allied army. The 
French and British know what they 
may count on in the five millions 
to come if the first two hundred 
thousand thus stand the gaff and 
wield it.

Our 
total casualties to date as reported 
are but 13,000—with seven divisions 
engaged in this battle in the salient.

THE WEATHER. 
Commenting on the weather is always risky 
business. Especially when the weather happens 
to be torrid. Human nature is patient ‘and long- 
suffering, in the main, but it has its limitations. 
And yet, when the thermometer is striving 
energetically for altitude records and when even 
the weather man, in his high, breezy perch in 
the Railway Exchange building, finds it necessary 
to be apologetic, one cannot refrain from calling 
attention to the fact that the present weather is 
fine for corn. 
There were perhaps a few of us _ childlike 
enough to hope that the extraordinary coolness 
of the first half of this summer might persist. 
It is a characteristic juvenile folly to suppose that 
one can always exchange the gift of a Diomede 
for that of a Glaucus and get away with it.

Yet nothing is simpler, especially when that 
law is applied to the weather. Year in and year 
out we get about the same amount of heat and 
cold. If we get an unusual debit on one side at 
a given time, we are certain to get an unusual 
credit on the other later, and vice versa. 
The credits were unusually favorable through 
June and most of July. Now that the collection 
agent of Calorus, Sudor & Co. is rapping at the 
door, there is nothing to do but to turn on the 
electric fan and let him in.

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BOURBONS TEMPT FATE IN RUSSIA. 
Early in July the Grand Duke Michael, brother 
of the ex-Czar, called upon the Russians to re- 
generate and restore their nation, with himself 
as sovereign, and offered amnesty to all engaged 
in the anti-royalist movement.. At a monarchist 
congress held at Kieff an effort to bring the old 
dynasty back to power took organized shape. 
This monarchical conspiracy was followed too 
rclosely by tragic and significant events to escape 
a suggestion of cause and effect. The ex-Czar 
was shot under the decree of a Soviet tribunal, 
July 16 being given as the date. Latest reports 
from Russia describe increasing disorders. Three 
Grand Dukes related to the former reigning fam- 
ily—Grand Dukes were once held to be Russia's 
curse—are said lately to have been seized by the 
revolutionists. The lack of detail as to the pur- 
pose of the seizure and the fate of the three is sin- 
ister. According to an unauthorized rumor that 
Grand Duke Nicholas, who commanded the Rus- 
sian armies during the period of their greatest 
success, has forfeited his life. 

Of course it will be said that the Russian revo- 
lution has reached a stage where it closely par- 
allels the French revolution at the time just be- 
fore the Reign of Terror, when irregular execu- 
tions had already had a beginning. In relation to 
such parallel the death by private assassination 
of the German Ambassador to Russia and of 
the German dictator in Ukrania, Gen. von Eich- 
horn, is not without a bearing.

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DRAFT AGE—EIGHTEEN TO FORTY-FIVE. 

To take into the army men supporting depend- 
ents or necessary employes in industries, would be 
contrary to the purpose of the War Department. 
Only by extending the draft age limits can this be) 
avoided. In recommending to Congress that the 
age for military service be raised from 31 to 45 
and lowered from 21 to 18, Secretary Baker ad- 
heres to the policy in form since the passage of 
the selective service act. In mobilizing the man 
power of the nation the primary view has been 
to take for soldiers only unmarried men without. 
dependent relatives who are not absolutely needed 
in war industries. 

In the upper tier of men from 31 to 45 to be reg- 
istered under the new plan the number available 
for military service will be relatively smaller than 
in the lower tier from 18 to 21. Of men over 31, 
the proportion who are married or have other de- 
pendants than wives and children, or who because 
of industrial skill or physical defects should be 
barred will show a rapid increase. As shown by 
the recent registration of those who have reached 
the age of 21 since June 5, 1917, among the young- | 
er men there are comparatively few who are mar-| 
ried, who are indispensable as skilled industrial 
laborers or who must be rejected for physical un- | 
fitness. It is among the young men that persons of 
military experience look for the best material. 
They have the youth, physical vigor, animal spirits | 
and general adaptability to make them first-class 
soldiers.

The army and navy have 
always sought them das recruits, and no pretense 
on sentimental grounds was heard against their 
entering the service until the question of lowering 
the draft age limit was raised. | 

If the opponents in Congress of the proposal to | 
include boys of 18 in the draft prevail it will mean | 
a serious loss to the army, which must be met in| 
other directions.

Non-Swimmers Who Drown 
Usually Die by Own Efforts 


O master the art of swimming is a duty which you owe not only 
T to yourself, but to others. By being able to swim, you lessen 

. the chance of losing your own life, and also cease to become a 
source of danger to others in case of accident. Now if you will add to 
your swimming the accomplishment of lifesaving you will become a 
positive element of safety to others. 

Investigation shows that 44 per, cent of the deaths from drowning 
are.due to the unskilled efforts of one person trying to help another. 
These deaths can be avoided only by general education in the proper 
methods to pursue—first, in case one is himself in danger of drown- 
ing; second; in helping to get a drowning person from the water; 
third in resuscitating the nearly drowned after rescue from the water. 

The drowning person who is a swimmer will usually co-operate in- 
telligently with the rescuer, thereby infinitely increasing his chances 
of being saved and lessening the risk to his rescuer. 

Those swimmers who would become professional lifesavers must 
go through a severe course of training. But those swimmers who do 
not wish to become expert lifesavers may still improve their chances 
of being useful in an emergency by practicing swimming with the 
head above water; swimming under water; diving in search of sunk- 
en objects, and practicing with a fellow swimmer the breaking of 
clutches. ' 

The best thing a nonswimmer can do to decrease his risk of 
drowning is to learn to swim. Having neglected this precaution, the 
next best thing will be to Mave the presence of mind not to lose his 
sanity when in danger in the water. 

At seems foolish to advise a man what to do when drowning; 
yet we advise people with the utmost seriousness what to do when 
the house is burning.- The man who is cool in the face of danger 
lessens-the danger. 

The nonswimmer is usually drowned by his own efforts. 
he should do is to remain perfectly quiet and float. 

The advice to the drowning man is good advice; the only draw- 
back is that when drowning one is not in.the mood to appreciate its 
value. However, the more deeply one has the fundamental prin- 
ciples ingrained in the mind, the less quickly will he lose his sanity 
in the face of danger. We chiefly fear that which is strange; and 
for swimmers or nonswimmers the better one understands the dan-
